Justify Cavell Sentence 


Lamented Weakness in Boer War 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
Lecturer on International Law, 
Loulg University Law School. 
The rigorous application of martial 
law in Belgium by the Germans latter- 


ly, resulting in the execution of the En- 
glish nurse, Edith Cavell, and numerous 
capital sentences upon others, men anda 
women alike, undoubtedly shocks the 
moral sense of the on-looking world, but 
the Germans cannot be said to have ex- 
ceeded their legal rights as the mili- 
tary occupant of Belgium. 

The power of a military occupant 
enemy territory displaces that of the 
previous Government, and becomes su- 
preme. The primary duty of the occu- 
pant, according to universal authority, 
is to insure the safety of his forces, 
which must be promoted under all cir- 
cumstances and conditions. 

As the Duke of Wellington’ said, 
“Martial law is neither more nor less 
than the will of the General who com- 
mands the army. In fact, martial law 
means no law at all; therefore, the 
General who declares martiak law, and 
commands that it shall be carried into 
execution, is bound to lay down dis- 
tinctly the rules and regulations and 
limits, according to which his will is 
to be carried out.” 

To quote, the English authority, Prof. 
Hall: ‘‘He suspends the operation of 
laws under which they (the inhabitants) 
owe obedience to their legitimate ruler, 
because obedience to the latter is not 
consistent with his own safety; for his 
security, also, he declares certain acts,

not forbidden by the ordinary laws of 
the country, to be punishable; and he 
so far suspends the laws which guard 
personal liberty as is required for the 
summary :punishment of anyone doing 
such acts. 

When, Death Is the Penalty. 

“All acts of disobedience or hostility 
are regarded as punishable; and by 
specific rules the penalty of death is 
incurred by persons giving information 
to the eneimy, or serving as guides to 
the troops of their own country, by 
those who, while serving as guides to 
the troops of the invader, intentional- 
ly mislead them, and by those who de- 
Stroy telegraphs, roads, canals or 
bridges, or set fire to stores or soldiers’ 
quarters.” : 

Death is the usual penalty for such 
offenses as are indicated above, but the 
commander may enlarge the list of cap- 
ital offenses, according to his own con- 
ception of the requirements of his safe- 
ty. And in no code of martial law is 
any distinction made on account of sex. 
In the London Times history of the 
war in South Africa, there is a lament 
that the British are so unschooled and 
mild as military occupants. 

“The defécts of our system of military 
government reflect in great measure 
the defects of the British race,’’ says 
the history. “As a-nation we have 
small regard for system, and like ca- 
pacity for prevision. Moreover, on this 
particular issue our national ignorance 
of the meaning of war inclines us to- 
ward mistaken leniency in dealing with 
our enemies.

As a mat- 
ter of :policy, taking world opinion into 
account, the execution of Miss Cavell 
appears to have been a blunder, though 
it may have been more important that 
a local example be made. In any event 
the Germans cannot be reproached with 
exceeding the vast powers existing un- 
der martial law. —

The great moneyed ‘interests } 
will not jump at the chance of lend- jf 
ing to Mexico so that it may reha- 
bilitate itself. American and other 
foreign financiers will proceed with 
great caution—for who knows but 
what Villa again may assume mas- 
tery? Or if not Villa some other r>- 
actionary? 

Recognition of Carranza means 
only the beginning of his troubles. 
Until recently Villa really haa been 
expecting recognition. He had ex- 
tended his power almost to Mexico 
City and had a large trained force 
of soldiers and a reputatign to con- 
jure with, a name that spread fear 
in the hearts of Carranza soldiers, 
antil his series of defeats by ‘ -:>- 
gon began. 

Villa’s Opportunity. 

Villa, had he possessed a masterly 
mind or had statesmanship of even 
second degree, could have wrested 
recognition away from Carranza, but 
he delayed, he preferred a half peace, 
half guerilla warfare; he preferred 
the easy lassitude of going here ani 
there with his military trains, know- 
ing that the United States could not 
hold him responsible for any of his 
deeds because he had not been recog- 
nized. He tarried.too long. Growth 
of his power spoiled him, and when 
he met Obregon’s army at Celaya he 
met severe defeat. He was amazed. 
Again they fought at Irapuato, and 
again Villa was defeated. It was the 
beginning of the end, Leaders began 


to desert him even then. 
Villa is a better military man than 


Carranza. He is more suave and 
more cunning. He knows how to issue 
replies to diplomatic queries that 
tend for a time to smooth things 
over. Carranza is more hot-headed 
these Mexicans did it without com- 
plaint. 

Decorated arches had been erected 
or streets and flowers six inches deep 
had been strewn in front of the State 
Palace. Several times bells were 
rung announcing that Carranza had 
arrived, but they were false alarms. 
Every time the bells were rung the 
soldiers would leap to their horses 
ad the crowd would murmur ex- 
pectantly.

HILL PROBLEM 


Convinced That This Method of 
Transportation Is Better 
Than Trolley. 


500 CARRIED FIRST DAY 


Commissioner Believes City Can 
Make Prefit With 3- 
Cent Fare. 


The success of a single autobus in han- 
dling visitors to the Forest Park Art 
Museum yesterday afternoon convinced 
Park Commissioner Cunliff that the so- 
lution of the museum transportation 
problem lies in a bus line rather than in 
a depressed trolley line through the 
southwest’ part of the park. The bus, 
which ran from the Lindell entrance, 
will furnish the same service on the 
next three or four Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoons, in further carrying out 
of the experiment. 

The total amount taken in was $22.40 
and the profit to the city was $14.4. 
recording to a statement made by Park 
Commissioner Cunliff today. : 

Between 11 a. m. and 5 p. m. yester- 
day, the big double-decker bus, seating 
54 persons, put in service as an experi- 
ment, carried 419 passenger8’. Two more 
trips made after that brought the num- 
ber of passengers to about 500. 

At present the bus is being operated 
by an automobile concern which has 
supplied similar busses for Fifth ave- 
nue in New York and thoroughfares in 
other cities from which trolley lines 
have been barred. The Commissioner 
said i the experiments with’ the 
bus which will be continued for the 
next three Saturdays and Sundays, 
prove a financial success he will recom- 
mend that the city buy buses and run 
its own line. 

Unable to Accommodate All, 

The Commissioner said that if results 
were any criterion, such a line will 
be financially profitable to the city and 
while affording easy access to all parts 
of the park, will meet the objections 
of those citizens who oppoge a trolley 
line in the big city playground. It had 
been expected to begin the trips at 9 
a. m., but a delay of two hours was 
caused by an accident to the motor of 
the auto bus. During these two hours, 
the Commissioner said, that there were 
probably more than 150 persons disap- 
pointed in their hope of making a morn- 
ing trip. Upon several trips during the 
afternoon, the bus was unable to ac- 
commodate the number of-persons wait- 
ing to use it. 

The big bus aroused great interest 
among the visitors to the park. Pedes- 
frians and occupants of autos waved 
their handkerchiefs as the bus passed 
and the passengers aboard the bus 
waved back. The fare upon the bus is 
§ cents each way and a Post-Dispatch 
reporter who was a passenger heard 
many comments upon the beauty of the 
trip. Upon the upper deck during one 
trip a canvas of 28 passengers showed 
that 19 of them had never visited the 
Art Museum bezore and in reptying to 
the question almost every man and 
woman added a word expressive of 
pleasure that they would now be able 
to take members of their families or 
friends upon the trip. 

Will Make Regular Stops. 

Most of those who had never visitod 
the art museum had never seen the 
Zoo and there was stretching of necks 
as the great bird cage first came into 
view upon the return trip. On the trip 
out to the Art Museum regular stops 
will be made at the Jefferson Memorial 
and at the Zoo upon the return trip. 

Upon one ttip when 6&4 passengers were 
carried the big bus had some difficulty 
in climbing Art Hill, but succeeded in 
making the aecent without being obliged 
to lighten the load. The commissioncr 
said that if a regular service is  in- 
stalled by the city with four or five 
cars that he will recommend fhat no 
passenger: be carried who cannot be 
provided with seats. Based upon the 
showing of the bus yesterday, he saiJ 
he believed the fare could be reduced to 
3 cents.

We have ample protection against 
such things and beyond the prohibition of these 
no censorship ought to go. The public is a suff- 
cient censor of productions that violate good 
taste and shock the moral sense. .) 

In his veto of the bill to censor motion pictures 
in New York the late Mayor Gaynor covered the 
whole subject of censorships with unanswerable 
comprehension, force and logic. His veto message 
bears upon the censorship movement in St. Louis. 


He said in part: 

In our fundamental instruments of govern- 
ment in this country, which we call constitu- 
tion, we expressly guaranteed from the be- 
ginning free speech and a free press, and pro- 
hibited the passing of any law abridging the 
same. The provision in the constitution of 
thie. State on that subject, which is substan- 
tially the same as the like prevision in the 
Constitution of the United States, and also of 
the states generally, is as follows: 

“Every citizen may freely speak, write and 
publish his sentiments on all subjects, being 
responsible for the abuse of that right; and 
no law shall be passed to restrain or abridge 
the liberty of speech of the press.” 

So universal has been the opinion that these 
Constitutional provisions abolished all cén- 
sorship of the press; and forbade them in the 
future, that I have been able to find only one 
attempt in this country to set up such a cen- 
sorship before this one of yours. Our Constitu- 
tional publications whether oral, or printed, or 
by writing, or by pictures, shall not be re- 
strained in advance, but that everyone shall 
be free to speak or publish what he sees fit, 
Subject to being prosecuted afterwards for 
libel, immorality, obscenity or indecency 
therefor. There seem to be a few among us 
who wish to retrace our steps, and resort to 
censorships again\in advance of publication, 
and make it a crime to publish anything not 
permitted in advance by the censor. Do they 
know what they are doing? Do they know 
anything of the history and literature of the 
subject? Do they know that the censorships 
of past ages did immeasurably more harm 
than good? Do they ever stop to think that 
such censorships now would do even more 
harm than they did in past ages,*in compari- 
son with what little good they might possibly 
do? I do not believe the people of this coun- 
try are ready to permit any censor to decide 
in advance what may be published for them 
to read, or what pictures may be exhibited 
to them. Our laws forbid thé publication of 
any libelous, obscene, indecent, immoral or 
impure literature or reading matter. Is not 
that enough? If anyone does this he com- 
mits a criminal offense and may be pun- 
ished therefor. 

If this ordinance be legal, then a similar 
ordinance in respect of the newspapers and 

‘the theaters generally would be legal. Are 
you of the opinion that you have any such 
power as that? Jf so, you should probably 
begin with the newspapers and the so-called 
high-class theaters. Once revive the censor- 
ship and there is no telling how far we may 
carry it. 


Would any citizen of St. Louis be willing to 
submit to the dictation of any party official or 
group of officials as to what he shall read, what 
drama and pictures he shall see?

With a Pennsylvania University professor ad- 
yocating the strict regulation of baby production 
by the “riff-raff,” and with Ge statesmen, 
professors and economists advocating plans to in- 
crease the birth rate to offset losses by the war, 
babies are just now in the spotlight everywhere.

Over theré, the declin- 
ing ‘birth rate, even in “Germany, is a source of 
grave apprehension, and all sorts of plans are 
to reversé the scheme of things in 
the interest of larger families. 
As regards war, however, which is the most im-

The issue has sometimes been raised in other 
states to obscure manifest weaknesses and con- 
fuse the voters. The issue might be suspected 
of being raised here in his own interest but for 
the statement that the responsibility rests with 
the radical anti-Catholic organ, the Aurora Men- 
ace. 

Missouri does not want selections for public of- 
fice made on any such considerations as these. 
It does not want a situation permitting candi- 
dates clearly defeated on other grounds to claim 
afterward that they were defeated on this ground.
